I’crhaps tiie cundilions of production retjuire no sudden explo¬ 
sion in order to make nxim for new forces of production? 

(‘•n iviint. perhaps, the catastroiikc theorist is nwst dogmatic. 
'I'lianks lo his iusiglu into the alt-|>owerful ecoiiomic law of contra- 
diclinn. he is perfrttiv clear abniit the future |)tiasestii rconoinic hii- 
lory. .-Vcconliiig-to his opinion, the contradiction between the forces 
of priKhiction and the conditions of production is growing wider. The 
forces of production, on the one li>nd in the form of labor-saving 
ii-.arhitics. arc producing a continually increasing army of the unem¬ 
ployed, and on the otlier liand, through over|)ruductiun, are produc¬ 
ing tile moKt <lestnictive crises, with terrible scarcity of empkjynient 
and fearful misery. Tlie ojipression, servitude, misery and degen¬ 
eration of the proletariat are continually increasing. The contradiction 
lietwcen the forces of protUiction and the coniHtions of prrvhictioo is 
leading to tlie catastro|ilie. 

•Xccordiiig to the catastrophe theorist a real enlargement of the 
capitalistic conditions of prmluction cannot Ijc olitaiiird. The capi¬ 
talistic law of wages cannot be broken down. The cconumic .and po¬ 
litical stnigglos of the working ebss will never bring aliotit a con¬ 
siderable improvement in the condition of the proletariat. 

"The great Socialistic significance of ihc imhistrial and [Ksliti- 
cal struggle consists in this, tint they soci,alize 'lie knowledge and the 
con.srioiisness of the working cla.ss. Iliit v.Ik-u regarded as direct 
iiiratis to the soriaKzntion of the eapitali.st system, they not imly belie 
this effect ascrilicd to them, but at once lose al.so their other only 
|x»sihlr .significance—they cease to be incaiis of educating the work¬ 
ing class to the proletarian res-oliition," So says Rosa Liixciiibnrg. 

If it is an-’tiideniable fact that the working cla.ss is constantly 
sinking deeper in misery, servitude ami degeneracy, who then can 
guarantee to us the possiUlity of airrgrncratiun of this class? The 
^ of misery not only scourges men amt stirs them to rebellion—no, 
it also su''allaws them up. 

I-'rom an enslaved, .Irgencrate cla.ss expect no deeds of deliver¬ 
ance. T!<crc is a law of life tlwt only might and strength can endure in 
the stniggle for existence. .And therefore, we Iwlicve, the working 
class can write victory on its lianners only wiien it dcvel-ijis into the 
mo/t iiiflncnliai. tlie most powerful class in society. 

The catastrcifihe theorist expects a mighty, aim-conscious politi¬ 
cal-social revolution from a clas.s industrially jsiwcrless. Whence will 
this class draw the strong political (loucrs thus working to tlie revo¬ 
lution? “Itf then,” 1 asked ?*n years ago. "cconoiiiic impotence coni- 
IMtiblc with political omnipotence?” 

In the statutes of the Inlenialional Workingmen's .Association 
WT read that economic dejiendencc is "tlie liasis of servitude in every 
form, of social misery, of intcllectnal degradation and political depeml- 
rnce." Therefore we maintain tliat economic jxiwer is tlic basis of po¬ 
litical |K>Wer. Can political power abolish its own basis, "can the 
church spire overturn the foundation of the church?'' 

Politics, we can say in ilircct agreement with Marr. is in complete 
dcjiciidcnce ujHm economics. Kconomics is the living lu'.'J shaping 
|iowcr which lives in all political institutirxis. 

The (lolitical power of a class is not a power entirely depcmlent 
CXI itself, but in its basis it is conditioned bv the economic and so¬ 
cial powers of jjust this class. The operation ot the poUtical rights of a 
class arc just as closely tied to tlieir economic and social power. 

The capitalist emplo^-cr can easily call in question the working¬ 
men's right of organizatum by dischvging tlie workingmen wlio liave 
formed a political organization or a tra& union obnoxious to him.

WiUixm Rxodotph Hears! has beco 
nominated fqr gorcranr by the Demo¬ 
cratic parly^ot New York. It can 
truly be said that Hcarst bat eaten 
ap tbe Deasocraiia ptr^ ol New 
York hair aad hide,- as Bryan swal- 
loircd the national Democratic party 
ten rears ago. Tbe parallel is pcriect 
In both cam Pcqnilism swallowed up 
Democracy. 

And yet there is a vast diF.-rence. 
Then the Populism of a lauu-owniag 
agricultural class couqnered, (be Pop¬ 
ulism of die .middle clas.r. Now it :s 
the Populism of the industrial pro¬ 
letariat. .And thus Hearstism stands 
considerably higher than Biyaniam. 

William Randolph Kearst it the. 
son of a California millionaire and 
pontician. His father left him. among 
other things, a daily paper. Moui^ 
Hcarst undersiood that the masses in 
this counm are beginning to have a 
political idOl of their own and he re¬ 
solved to make jnr of them. He 
founded newapapc's in New York, 
Chicago, and Bniton, terrible fake 
iind murder mongers, but still papers 
which suited the ,ljttle cultured 
masses. 

These papers be made organs of the 
"C-'contented". ffe took int.-. hit 
servvrc mcn of talent, as, for instaiKC, 
•Arthui Brisbane (son of Albert 
Brisbane, the famous dtsriple of 
Fourier in America, who in his day 
aided and financially supported 
Brook Farm) and others who ifivined 
the instincts of the masses with greet 
skill. They knew how to blindly Fnl- 
low whatever was popular and make 
it serve their purpose. They attacked 
the rich without assailing the system 
which creates them. They systemat¬ 
ically cociaeiled with labor and sup- 
t'oried its demands. They form the 
brains and are the creators of this 
American Catiline. 

Thus Hcarst created for himscF a 
clientele among me masses, which he 
organized politically, and in doing 
so spent a mint of money. Supported 
by his power, he could demand and 
obiain from Tammany Hall a sent 
in congress. When, however, h# 
wantM ths mayoralty of New York, 
he was refused, ran independently 
and was sctually elected allhouj^ 
counted out. But now he Fas become 
a real political power in the stale of 
.Sew Y(xk. . He' allowed the Inde¬ 
pendence League to nominate him for 
governor. He also work,.d inside ihe 
Democratic gaily in the state, espe¬ 
cially ill those districts where it is in 
the minority and has a Weak ornni- 
aalion. lie did this in order to nave 
a number of deirgales in the Demo¬ 
cratic convention. And then Tammany 
H.xll snirendered to him. since they 


faced the danger of toaiag New York 
Oty, and qavc him the majority of 
the conventsoa. 

So now Hears! is Ihe candidate of 
the party which usually carries that 
inmprtant stale. 

The further development o! the sit¬ 
uation IS eagerly awaited. No doubt 
the conservative Democrats will b<>lc 
in crowds and vote for the Republi¬ 
can candidates. .All the New York 
dailies excent Ihe Hearst papers are 
against HerrsL On Ihe other hand, 
he will gel the votes of many prole- 
urian Ucpiblicajis. The ontcome is 
very iincerain. But probably Hearst 
will have t le luck not to be dected or 
to be ennifted out again. The luck, 
we say. for if he were obliged to turn 
bis prpmiscs into action he would 
cut a sorry fifrare. But. defeated or 
counted out, he may make himself 

f iresident of the United StaTef or at 
east the power behind the throne. 

Is It, however, not believed that 
I the Democratic party w^U always re- 
iiuain subject to Hcarst. True, he baa 
I now- iwuluwcd it But in South 
I America there is a kind of toad svhich 
many ill-advised snakes have-swal¬ 
lowed. The snake g»ts the ttsad safe¬ 
ly into its stomacL. But then some¬ 
thing takes place which makes the 
snake feel very iincumfnrtable. It 
scratches and pinches and bites and 
tears. And after a time there is a 
bole in tbe snake's stomach, and the 
toad crav!.- out and winks at the poor 
snake w’ -yie fast hour has come. The 
tiger in Hearsthi stomach will probab¬ 
ly do l.'kewise. 

As for (he Social-Democratic parly, 
Ihe candidacy of Hears! in New York 
state may temporarily hurt it.- The 
floating vote will turn to the man who 
can "win" and promi.'cs something, 
even mneh that h Socialistic. That 
cannot be helped in America. We 
must take it as a, nmtter of course 
and follow our own path undis- 
couraved. 

Hearst is a sad dem»ogue, a self- 
seeker, a wire-puller. But what dors 
it matter? To gain uis personal aim, 
he must stir up propcrtyless masses 
against the propertied class, must 
set them in motion and fill them with 
discontent, until they arc enlightened 
to a certain degree, and pclKticaily 
edneated and disciplined. \V hethtr he 
will or no. he is the forcrniiner ot the 
Social-Democratic Party, a storm tig- 
nat of Ihe social rerointioii.

"Salicylic acid, when locally ap- 
pliW to' mucous membrances in 
concentrated form acts as a direct 
irritant. When taken internally it 
is capable of causing ulcerations of 
the ouccal membrane, nausea and 
vomiting. The drug also impetle, 
not only the fennents of ottrcfac- 
tkm but also the digestive ferments. 
Medicinal quantities may be con- 
siiiered deiiressant rather llian 
stimnlant. 

"Stryxhnine is one of the highly 
poisonous alkaloids. Preparations 
containing it are unsafe, not only 
on account of the possibility of their 
bearing an overdose, but also to 
cause of the danger of the alkaloid 
to the system. Wficn nseil for a 
long period it is apt to prrolnce 
great nervous and mental irrita- 
bilitv. and a rapid, feeble pulse.

Edploiting of Children. 

The word child-labor alone 
creates a sad feeling with every 
one who considers in what manner 
young, iinileveloped children are be¬ 
ing exploited by the greed of the 
capiuilists. Tbousands of children 
under 14 years of age arc compelletl 
to work in factoric.-i, receiving a 
coinjiensation for thi-ir labor which 
w-o.tld not ho sufficient to buy bread, 
not Iti speak of the >alt to the bread 
or c'.ticr necessities of life like clo'h- 
ing, etc., had thej- to dqiend solely 
00 their waguk Cases arc known 
where children received for 14 
tiours daily labor a week’s wage of 
$1.50; a sum not snffident to biiy 
onc square meal daily for a child 
still in liic staie of physjcal develop¬ 
ment and just then needing the 
largest amount of fo<«l. In spite of 
llieje brutal facts, statistics sliow 
year by year an increase of child 
labor. 

Tlie nntiibcr of childreiv em¬ 
ployed in factorie- is increasing 
from day to day, and the manufac¬ 
turers still deniaitd more of them. 
Asked wliat bring- alxnit this de¬ 
mand a manufacturer in Milwau¬ 
kee recently said that they were 
loiniicticd ihrongh -harp comiKli- 
tioM to look for chc.qi labor, or in 
other worils child lalsir. 

Since the first of < >ctol>cr a new 
labor law is in fiircc in the state 
of New York, which makes it a 
inisikmeanor -to cr.iploy chihiren 
under lC> years of .age licforc 6 
o’clock in the n.''riiiiig and after 
II <*:‘.ock at night. The law ilc- 
niands a thorough insi>ection of 
bakeries, and ortUtr- the closing of 
sikIi slwps whew' uroprietors re¬ 
fuse to comply with tlic demands 
of tlic law in a goVn time. Chil- 
tlrcn under 16 ><»>; of age, or fe¬ 
male 1 ersons, shafl mu l>c employed 
in mint? or stone'ijuarries, and a 
license must be taken out for- the 
nunufacturing qJf‘‘^lothcs, etc., in 
tenement 1 otiscs. 

In all jirobabilit'y this law will 
be as„ iiicffcctivc^s all the other 
laws enacted “fiefore.— Pokers'

Laws of 18991 
which makes tb^ emplo.vment of women and female children under 18 
rears of age more than eight boors a day or hkwc than six days 
week puiiisliablc.

II took Mr. Kmsska many years to discover that his “good 
boys" had grown to manhood and would no longer consent to 
children's wages, and that they could not support familieswilh 
the "kind^ortedneu” claimed to have beeu so generously 
beslosced. After all, the locked-oul men take exception to 
Mr. Michael Krusska’s <uier/io« to the committee that he 
paid for the education for some of them. 

• From an edit)‘rial in the Kuryer, Oct. 4, icjno, entitled "Where 
Women .^rc Employed” it is evident that it was the intention to 
snhstitute children and women in places of the men, deploring the fact 
that there w,is a rlcarth of applications for that kind of labor. While 
in union printing offices the ratio is one apprentice for each five jotir- 
neymen, the Kuryer, we are reliably informed, employed nine journey 
men and four or five apprentices and, according to tlie pairer's own 
admission, had been advertising for more apprentices. The Kurver's 
mournful con^tlaint tliat there is a shortage of Polish printers will not 
hold good in the lace of the fact that gotnl men have left the Kuryer 
plant because they could not make living wages. 

The men were not disclurged for misconduct; they were locketl 
out to make room for still cheaper hel(>. Mr. Kruszka knew they woiihl 
not sign the proffered imreascinable lenns and when tliey balketl at 
the contract he tiauded tlicm a slip containing the following:

In conrlusioM we may say that we cannot understand why the 
Kuryer will not conrede the demamis made liy the Typographical 
'.'nion. .Vothing unreasonable is asked of the firm. The committee 
of tinioii inch lu' made every endeavor to confer with the Kuryer 
I>cople. The mnuageincnt Hatly refused to concede anything. 

The officers r>f TyiMigraphical L'nion Ko. a.t are at present, as be¬ 
fore, ready and w illing to meet tile Kuryer Pnhlishing conipatiy rep- 
r<‘s«miatives should they wish in future to treat their employes with 
that coiisiilcralii'ii to which tliev arc entitled.
